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School Budget 
Can Go Down 


The simple magic of paying 
teachers on a 52-week basis, in- 
stead of the existing 40-week sys- 
tem, can lop off slightly more than 
$70,000 from the tentative school 
budget. 

School Supt. Edward I. Erickson 
pointed out the logic of the step to 
the School Committee Tuesday 
night, and members eagerly 
approved the move. 

They had been faced with about a 
$300,000 increase in the budget, 
compared to a year ago. 

But the schedule of weekly pay- 
ments enables the amount to be 
reduced substantially, in the cur- 
rent year. 

Basically, the salaries are 
divided by 52 instead of 40, to get 
the weekly pay. The division by 52 
gives a smaller pay than division 
by 40; thus the amount needed in 
1963 would be less than previously 
estimated. 

However, the entire school 
budget still stands at about 
$200,000 above last year’s appro- 
priation, according to latest Com- 
mittee action.

The Town Employees Associa- 
tion and Town Manager Thomas 
E. Duff have agreed on a salary 
package for 1963. 

The Association ratified the 
agreement Tuesday night, accord- 
ing to President Duncan Cairnie. 

A percentage increase that a- 
mounts to approximately $200 a 
year, for policemen and fire- 
fighers, and about that amount for 
other employees including those 
paid on an hourly basis, has been 
approved

Merrimack College in North An- 
dover has been named the reci- 
pient of a $19,000 grant from the

National Science Foundation 
Washington. 


The grant will be used in con- 
junction with a six weeks’ Summer 
Science program for 60 superior 
high school students and eight high 


school teachers from the Merri- 
mack Valley. 

William E. McGuire, director 
of guidance at Merrimack College, 
will direct the summer program. 
The curriculum will include 
physics, mathematics, biology, 
chemistry, and a history of science 
from the time it emerged as a 
philosophy to the present. 

Advance work that led to the 
award was accomplished by the 
Merrimack Valley Guidance Assoe 
ciation in conjunction with Merri- 
mack College. In the Fall of 1961, 
and the Spring of 1962, a survey 
of all high schools in the Merri- 
mack Valley indicated that over 
800 students would apply for such 
a program, With this impetus, the 
work on the proposal was begun by 
Mr. McGuire; Dr, Charles Ahonen, 
head of the Physics Department at 
Merrimack College; and a com- 
mittee from the Merrimack 
Valley Guidance Association.
